and concluded with the following propo- 
sals, which be said, ought in the opinion 
of the delegates and in the opinion of tbe 
people of Newfoundland, to be accepted 
by the Imperial government as a solution 
of tbe difficulties now existing : 
That the Newfoundland legislature pass 


Immediately an act anthori/lng execution 
tor tbls year of the modus Vivendi and; ol 
the award of tbe arbitration commission, 
together with all treaties and declarations 
under instructions from tbe Queen in 
council; tbat tbe further progress of tbe 
Knutsford bill be deferred until the pos- 
tage of tbe above act, and tbat the present 


Arbitration Agreement 


shall not be allowed to operate beyond the 
lobster question without obtaining the 
prior consent of the colony of Newfound- 
land In which case the colony shall be 
represented on tbe commission ; that the 
colonyOf Newfoundland desires that the 
agreement bo for unconditional arbitration 
on all points that either party can raise 
the treaties. 


If this can be arranged between Cnat 


Britain and France, Newfoundland will 
atk to be represented upon the arbitration 
commission, and will pass an act to en- 
foree-the execution of the 


Award ot Cammlaalon. 


Sir William Whiteway added tbat the 


Newfoundland delegates regret that up to 
the present moment these proposals have 
not ^inly not been accepted but that no 
hope has been held iout that they ever 
would be accepted. 
Their adoption, he said, would Immedi- 


ately cause the excitement at present ex- 
isting In Newfoundland to subside. 
Tlie 


enactment of Hie bill would leave a rank- 
ling wound in the hearts of the colonists 
and would establish a precedent which 
would ever give a feeling of iniurrwtion 
to every self-governing colony. 
"In offering on behalf of the colonial 


legislation," continued the Premier of 
Newfoundland, "to enact lawi providing

PnUlllment oftbe Obllitatlani 
sxceedingly odious hind, we are ani- 
by a spirit of patriotism and devo- 


tion to the empire. Persistence in the pas- 
sage of the bill, therefore, will be a poor 
return for tbat faith in parliament which 
animated the Newfoundland legislature in 
sending us to the bar of the Hou«e of 
Lords." 
Lord Knutsford, at the conclusion of the 


Newfoundland Premier's remarks, in mov- 
ing to adjourn the second reading of the 
Newfoundland coercion Mil until Monday, 
(referred in terms of warm praise to tbe 
very aide fpeech made ny Sir William 
Wlilteway. 
Should the delegates be unsuccessful In 


their appeal to the House of Lords they 
intend to apply lor a hearing before thp 
Hou^e of Commons.
